Abroad to P a ss Through Free Under 


Certain Conditions. 


Washington, Aug. IO.—The Panama 
canal 
administration 
bill 
providing 
free passage to American ships, pro­ 
hibiting railroad owned vessels from 
using the waterway and authorizing 
the establishment of a one-iuan govern 
meat when the canal is completed, was 
passed by the senate by a vote of 47 
to 15. 
The provision for free tolls, which 
waa fought out in the senate on Wed­ 
nesday, was indorsed again just before 
the passage of the measure. 
Attached to the bill as it passed the 
senate were two 
important 
amend­ 
ments directed at trust or railroad 
control of steamship lines. 
The first,; 
by Senator Reed, would prohibit ships' 
owned by an illegal industrial combi­ 
nation from using the canal; and the 
second, 
by 
Senator Bourne, 
would 
force railroads to give up water lines 
that might otherwise be their competi­ 
tors, if it were proved that they were 
stifling competition. 
Opponents of the free toll provision 
for American 
ships, against 
which 
Qreat Britain made formal protest, car 
Tied their fight up to the last moment 
of the bill s consideration. Just before 
it* passage 
Senator Root moved to 
strike out the section giving free tolls 
to American coastwise vessels; and 
Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, mov­ 
ed to strike out the revision for free 
tolls to American ships in the foreign 
trade. 
Both of these motions were de­ 
feated by overwhelming votes. 
As the bill passed, it would permit 
American coastwise 
vessels to pass 
through the canal free, without condi­ 
tions; while American foreign trade 
ships might pass through free, if their 
owners agreed to sell the vessels to 
the United States at a fair price In 
time of war or emergency. 
The great fight of the day centered 
about the provision to permit railroad 
owu^d ships from using the canal. The 
broad terms of the original house bill. 
which would have required every rail­ 
road in the country to dispose at once 
of any steamship lines with which It 
might otherwise compete, were not ac­ 
cepted by the senate This was modi­ 
fied so that railroads would be pro­ 
hibited only from owning steamship 
lines that may operate through the 
Panama canal. 
The Bourne 
amendment, however, 
adopted later by a vote of 36 to 25, 
restored much of the vigor of the anti­ 
railroad provisions of the house bill. 
It provided that if the interstate com­ 
merce commission should find that any 
railroad had an interest in a c o m p e d 
Live line of steamships, and that such 
interest was injurious to the welfare 
of the public, the commission might 
compel the railroad to dispose of Ila 
steamer connections. 
Senator Brandegee, chairman of the 
Interoceanic canals committee of the 
senate, made an ineffective fight on 
the rigid provisions against railroad 
ships. After the amendments had been 
adopted to the house bill, he moved 
that the whole paragraph relating to 
railroad control be stricken out. This 
motion was defeated, 45 to 18. A sub­ 
sequent proposal by Mr. Brandegee, 
to permit any ships to use the canal, 
giving to the Interstate 
commerce 
commission 
|>ower of control 
over 
them, also was defeated. 
The Heed amendment against trust- 
owned shijw was ( ailed up for a se- - 
end vote (adore the bill passed, and 
was adopted on nal passage by a vote 
of 36 to 23.

With a message of disapproval the 
president returned to congress the bill 
evolved as a compromise between the 
house and senate, holding that its low 
rates would bring disaster to home in 
dustriex tie appealed to congress not 
lo adjourn until It bad enacted a meas 
ure “substantially” to reduce “unnec­ 
essary existing duties,” without de 
stroying protection for th# wool Indus 
try in the United States. 
The president's disapproval of the 
wool bill is to be followed by similai 
vetoes on the steel bill and the cot 
ton bill. The sugar bill is likely to be 
vetoed, as is the excise tax bill, the 
latter probably on the ground that the 
piesident believes it unoonstitutional. 
While the bill vetoed and the one 
disapproved last year were identical in 
terms, the president’s reasons differed 
He vetoed the former bill because It 
had been framed 
before the tarifl 
board's report; the latter because it 
had been framed with disregard for 
the hoard's findings. 
The btu sent to the W hite House 
Imjrosed an ad valorem duty of 29 per 
cent on raw wool and on clothes of Ii 
per cent. 
Both rates Mr. Taft held 
were insufficient to protect the wool 
grower and the m anufacturer. 
It was predicted that the wool bill 
might be passed by the boose ovet 
Mr. Taft's veto, but there was s<»m» 
doubt as to its fate in the senate. Re 
publican leaders were Inclined to be 
lieve it would fail of passage there 
aa it did nearly twelve months ago. 
The president der dared in his me* 
sage that he was anxious to see ached 
ule K revised downward and that he 
would be glad to see congress remain 
in W ashington until a bill be eonsid 
ered pro|*er was sent to the White 
House. 
Ile found it impossible, be 
said, in view of the platform on which 
he was elected, to approve the submit 
ted measure, but declared one agree 
able to bis views had been drafted by 
minority members of the bouse w aji 
and means committee. 
“ I shall stand by my pledges tc 
maintain a degree of protection u» ex 
sary to offset the difference in cost OI 
production here and abroad, and wll 
heartily approve of any bill reducing 
duties to this level," wrote Mr. Taft. 
“ Most of the rates in the submitted 
bill are so low In themselves, lf enact 
ed into law', the inevitable result would 
be Irretrievable 
Injury to the 
woo 
growing industry, the enforced Idle 
ness fit much of our wool combing and 
spinning machinery, and of thousand! 
of looms aud the consequent throwing 
out of employment of thousands of 
workmen 
“I strongly desire to reduce duties 
provided onl> that the protective ays 
tern be maintained and that Industrie# 
now established be not destroyed. 
Ii 
now appears from the tariff board’s re 
port and from bills introduced late 
the house and senate that a bill may 
be drawn so aa to be within the re 
qulrements of protection and still offer 
a reduction of 20 per cent on most 
wools and of from 20 per cent to 5C 
per cent on cloths.”
